WASHINGTON, May 3.—(/)— 
Higher taxes for big incomes and 
estates and lower ones for the person 
who works for a living lacked only 
the signature of President Roosevelt 
today to become an actuality. 

The new revenue bill, which its 
framers estimated would bring into 
the treasury an annual income of 
$417.000.000. was given final congres- 
sional approval today by the senate. 

Among the changes in the tax struc- 
ture it would make would )e the levy- 
ing of bigger taxes upon gifts, cor- 
porations and personal holding com- 
panies, partial individual tax return 
publicity, and numerous guards against 
tax avoidance. 

The 10 per cent super-income tax 
for 1935 was stricken out, Senator 
Couzens, republican, Michigan, its au- 
thor, deciding not to press it in view 
of its overwhelming rejection by the 
house. 

Only two speeches preceded final 
action. Couzens attacked the Hearst 
newspapers for what he called their 
“vicious” opposition to his amendment, 
and ‘Tydings, democrat, Maryland, 
chairman of the territories committee, 
assailed as “dishonorable” the bill's 
3 cents a pound tax on Philippine

Everett Sanders tonight announced 
hi. resignation as chairman of the 
republican national committee. 


He called the committee to meet in 
Chicago June 5 to elect a successor. 

Sanders has been in ill health and 
his decision to. resi,n had been fore- | 
shadowed for sone time. | 

A heated intra-party battle between | 
Hoover and anti-Hoover republican | 
factions is in prospect. 

Sanders, one-time secretary of the. 
late President Coolidge, was installed | 
as national chairman to direct the. 
Hoover campaign of 1932. After the 
smashing republican defeat that fall. 
many republicans became dissatisfied 
with the policies of Mr. Hoover, Og- 
den I... Mills and Sanders. 

The dissatisfaction resulted in the’ 
recent establishment of a joint senate | 
and house republican campaign com- 
mittee to direct this year’s congres- ! 
sional election battle independently of 
the national committee. 

Many republican leaders feel that | 
if a new national chairman acceptable | 
to both factions now can be found, | 
the congressional and national com- | 
mittees could work together and im- | 
prove republican chances for substan- | 
tial gains in the November election. 

Former Senator James Watson, of 
Indiana, who was defeated in the 
Roosevelt landslide, is the only candi- 
date out in the open for Sanders’ 
post. The most liberal members of 
the party, however, are believed to 
control sufficient votes to block his 
election.

$558,000,000 Net Income 
for 400 Bodies Compares |

NEW YORK, May 3.—(#)—Four 
hundred leading industrial corpora- 
tions cleared aggregate net income last 
year of $558,000,000. in contrast with 
only $69,000,000 in the previous year, 
an analysis of annual statements bv 
Standard Statistics Company, shows. 

As in the previous year, these com- 
panies, as a avhole, continued to pay | 
out more in dividends than they | 
Although disbursements te 
stockholders were reduced. 

The total deficit to surplus, after | 
dividends, was only $16,000,000, com- 
pared with $646,000,000 in 1932. To- | 
tal common and preferred dividends | 
paid were $574,000,000, as reduced 
from $715,000,000 in 1932. | 

A composite balance sheet for the | 
400 corporations show total invested | 
capital of $19,958,000,000 for 1932, | 
and a net return on that capital of | 
only 1.1 per cent, while for 1933 total '. 
invested capital was $19,455,000,000, | 
and the return was 3.5 per cent. 

Total cash and equivalent held in | 
the corporate treasuries at the end of | 
1933 was $2,609,000.000, off O.4 per | 
cent from a year earlier but inven- | 


tories, valued at $3,364,000,000, were | 
up 15.3 per cent. 


Much of the reduc- | 
tion in cash went to finance the ex- 
panded inventory ac¢ounts, apparently. 

Despite the fact that industry was 
forced to contend with new problems 
of code operations during the last half 
of 1933, says Standard Statistics 
Company, in analyzing the reports, 
almost every group succeeded in bet- 
tering its margin of profit for the 
year as a whole. 


Father Hitch-Hikes Thirty Miles, 
Asks Aid for Family, Then Dies 


J. J. Williams, of Villa Rica, hitch-¢ 


hiked his way into Atlanta Thursday 
to appeal to Governor Talmadge for 


'relief of his destitute wife and chil- 
‘dren and found death at the end of 
the trail. 

Williams collapsed in the office of 
Tom Linder, secretary to the gover- 
nor, a few moments after he had re- 
ported the needs of his family. 

Physicians at Grady hospital. 
where Williams was taken, said his 
eagerness to make a direct appeal to 
the governor, combined with the ex- 
citement of realization of a success- 
ful conclusion of his trip, induced a 
stroke of apoplexy from which the 
man could not recover. 

While Williams was making his ap- 
peal in their behalf, his wife and chil- 
dren were seriously ill at Villa Rica. 
Welfare workers established this fact 
about the time that Williams died. 

Shortly after arriving at the office 
of the executive, Williams was inter- 
viewed by Mr. Linder. As the man 
related his story of need, and the des- 
titute condition of his family, he urged

INFECTION KILL 
WILLIAM WOOD 
AFTER LONE FIGHT 


Death Comes Unexpect- 
edly as Former Roose- 
velt Cabinet Member 
Seemed Near Recovery. 


NEW YORK, May 0.—(?)-—Wil- 
liam H. Woodin, former secretary of 
the treasury, died early tonight. 

The death of the Roosevelt cabinet 
officer, who was at the head of the 
treasury in the 1933 banking crisis, 
came with startling suddenness. 

Only three weeks ago his illness, 


which sprang from a throat infection, 
was reported decidedly improved. 

Mr. Woodin died at 6:15 p. m., 
eastern daylight time. His condition 
became critical within the last 24 
hours at the hospital in which he had 
been a patient much of the time since 
his return from Arizona in search of 
health. 

The industrialist’s resignation from 
the treasury became effective Janu- 
ary 1, but his condition had improved 
to such an extent by March, 19354, 
that he was able to leave Arizona and 
come to New York. 

He was able to see visitors and 
praised the accomplishments of the 
Roosevelt administration. But on 
April 2, he suffered a hemorrhage of 
the throat and was hurried to a hos- 


pital. 
Near 66th Birthday. 

Mr. Woodin would have been 66 
years old on May 28. 

Mrs. Woodin and a daughter were at 
the bedside at, the end. They had been 
there almost continuously for the last 
24 hours. Dr. Robert E. Buckley said 
Mr. Woodin had been unconscious for 
10 hours. 

Dr. Buckley said Mr. Woodin talked 
frequently of President Roosevelt dur- 
ing his Jast hours and seemed to be- 
lieve he was conferring with the chief 
executive. 

“From what he said, ” Dr. Buckley 
related, “he was extremely fond of 
the president.”

The complete collapse of Yemini forces 
ia“western Arabia during bitter tribal 


warfare with the highly efficient army 
of Ibn Saud, ruler of Saudi Arabia, 
was reported tonight simultaneously 


with rapid British, Italian and 
French steps to protect nationals in 
the area. 

Ibn Saud, the most powerful Ara- 
bian leader in this era, was said to 
have conquered the ancient kingdom 
of Yemen—bounded by the Red sea, 
the desert and _ British-controlled 
Aden—captured . Hodeidah, and sunt 
armed ships in Hodeidah harbor with 
his fighting planes, armored cars and 
well-trained troops. 

The imam of. Yemen, the ruler of 
this country, was reported assassinat- 
ed in a rebellion; the British govern- 
ment hastened to send warships to the 
war-stricken area to protect its na- 
tionals and interests, and Italy and 
France, sharing with Britain a grave 
view of this border dispute that de-

cent rate on all net income and re- 
tains present exemptions of $2,500 for 
married and $1,000 for single persons, 
with an additional $400 for each minor 
dependent.

Net income is that part of the in- 
come which remains after deductions 
have been made for interest, other 
taxes paid, losses by fire or storm, bad 
debts and contributions. -Personal ex- 


emptions and deductions for depend- 
ents are made from the net income te 
givé the taxable income. — : 

A ten per cent credit is allowed for 
all. earned net income up#to $14,000 
which, together with the lopping off 
at the eight per cent normal rate now 
in effect, brings about sizable reduc- 
tions in taxes on small incomes. 

Income surtaxes, however, are 
raised, mostly in the higher brackets, 
and the taxes start at a lower income 
than at present, but due to allowances 
for the first time of normal tax exemp- 
tions in figuring the new surtax the 
lower bracket taxpayers will pay no 
higher tax. 

Starts at Four Per Cent. 

The new surtax rates start at four 
per cent on the excess between $4,000 
and $6,000 net income and rise through 
29 brackets to 59 per cent on that 
part over $1,000,000. Under existing 
law. the rate: starts at one. per cent 
on the excess hetween $6,000 and $10,- 
000 to graduate upward through 53 
brackets to 55 per cent on that over

The bill permits. deductions from 
taxable income of ‘ndividual capital 
losses only to the extent of similar 
gains, except that $2,000 of any excess 
loss may be charged off from ordinary 
income.

Ansell reiterated he was innocent of 
the charge and told the committee the 
house never had acted on the report.

Hollywood in Person 


By MOLLIE MERRICK 
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HEFLIN PAYS THE PRICE. 

Certainty of ultimate failure for 
those in public life who desert the 
principles upon which they were 
elevated to high. office and who 
are led astray by intolerance has 
never been more forcefully illus- 
trated than in the fall of former 
Senator Thomas Heflin, of Ala- 
bama. 

He ran last in the three-cornered 
primary just held to nominate a 
congressman from his district. He 
had hoped to ‘‘come back” by ap- 
pealing for his old seat. 

Heflin made a good congressman 
and was promoted by his state to 
the senate—but he lost his head 
and subverted his former fine pub- 
lic service to the hallucination that 
the pope at Rome had assumed gen- 
eral charge of the administration of 
American affairs. He went wild on 
the subject and soon became a nui- 
sance, both in the senate and to 
the country. 

He carried his delusion so. far 
that when Alfred E. Smith was nom- 
inated by his party for the presi- 
dency in 1928 he charged that the 
nomination had been dictated by 
the pope and that under Smith as 
president the Catholic hierarchy 
would be in supreme command of 
the American government—a pre- 
posterous assumption denied by 
the record of liberality and abso- 
lute freedom from influence made 
by Smith as governor of New York. 

So far, however, had Heflin been 
swayed dy his hallucinations that he 
deserted his party and refused to 
support its nominee. The result 
was that he was defeated for re- 
election’ to the senate. Now, in 
an effort to come back, he is de- 
feated for nomination to his old 
seat in the house, not even win- 
ning, in a three-cornered race, the 
privilege of entering the final con- 
test as runner-up. 

it is a pathetic story and an apt 
illustration of the wreckage that is 
certain to be the aftermath of in- 
tolerance and bigotry of any kind. 

The people of the United States 
may, at times, be led under the im- 
pulse of the moment to extreme 
positions, but they never fail to 
settle down aferwards to an even 
keel, with common sense prevail- 


ing and with bigotry and intoler- | 
/ 


ance condemned. 

Heflin’s ability carried him to the 
senate, where he probablv could 
have remained for many vears had 
he not been beset with a spirit of 
intolerance that amounted to 
mania. For paying the penalty he 
has nobody to blame but himself.

Coming to Atlanta as a young 
lawyer in 1895, Mr. McDaniel stead- 
ily rose in his profession, and at 
his death stood in the top rank of 
the southern bar. During «4 pro- 
fessional career which was marked 
by an unusual devotion to the high- 
est legal ethics, he had represented 
many of the largest corporations of 
the south and won many difficult 
and notable court battles. 

Mr. McDaniel néver entered pub- 
lic life, but as a private citizen took 
a deep and helpful interest in pub- 
lic affairs. He was a member of 
the board of the University of Geor- 
gia for several years and was an 
ex-president of the Atlanta Bar As- 
sociation. 

His removal, in the prime of life 
and at the apex of his career, is 
distressing. His death will. be a 
distinct loss not only to those who 
were closely associated with him 
but to his city and state.

HEALTH TALKS | 


About Alypius. 

Aldous Huxley, the famous English 
novelist, reminds us in The Ameri- 
can Spectator of the story of the 
young man Alypius, who is meutien- 
ed in the “Confessions” of St. Augus- 
tine. Alypius had conceived a hor- 
ror for the then universally popular 
gladiatorial games. But says Hux: 
ley it “was a theoretical horror.” 
For Alypius had always refused to 
witness a fight on principle. One 
day, however, in the streets of Rome 
he met a party of sporting friends 
on their way to the fourth century, 
equivalent of a cuptie. “They with 
a familiar violence hailed him, vehe- 
mently refusing and _ resisting, into 
the amphiteater.” The performance 
began; but Alypius kept his eyes res- 
olutely shut and declined to be a wit- 
ness of the iniquities going on before 
him. Then, suddenly, as one of the 
combatants was wounded and fell, a 
reat how! of ferocious glee went up 
rom the crowded benches. Alypius’ 
curiosity was aroused; he could re- 
sist no longer. Uncovering his eyes, 
he looked. “But so soon as he saw 
that blood,” writes St. Augustine, 
“he therewith drank down  savage- 
ness; not turned away, but fixed his 
eyes, drinking in frenzy unawares, 
and was delighted with that guilty 
fight, and intoxicated with the 
bloody pastime.” 

“Civilized people,” says Mr. Hux- 
ley, in comment on St. Augustine’s 
story, “are now trained, as Alypius 
was trained by St. Augustine, to re- 
gard cruelty and the infliction of 
avoidable suffering as morally wrong 
and esthetically disgusting. More- 
over, society is so organized that they. 
seldom have an opportunity to satis- 
fy their more ferocious passions. Such 
savage displays as gladiatorial games 
are prohibited by law; and _ even 
cruelty toward animals is punished.” 

That's why Mr. Huxley thinks the 
new Germany is showing the way 
out. Many of us would behave as 
Alypius. We all want to come see, 
come and be conquered. The impulse 
to cruelty is in some people as strong 
as that of love, he adds. But that 
is no reason to cater to it. Man’s 
evolution has been away from that.

of Syracuse, bidding on the Boston 
to Dallas route. 

Postmaster General Farley an- 
nounced that low bids on three routes 
had been rejected, that of the Kohler 
Aviation Corporation, of Grand Rap- 
ids, Mich., being turned down because 
of the fact one of its officers, Rich- 
ard W. Robbins, took an active part 
in the 1930 conference at which, the 
postmaster general charged, the air 
mail operators and Walter F. Brown, 
former postmaster general, divided up 
the air mail map. 

“Most of the companies whose con- 
tracts were annulled have reorganized 
by the creation of new corporations 
and have made bids for air mail con- 
tracts,” Farley said in a statement. 

“These reorganizations have appar- 
ently been made in good faith. They 
are not complete in every detail but 
upon the advice of the attorney-gen- 
eral and the solicitor of the postof- 
fice department they are being accept- 
ed as bidders for temporary contracts.” 

The postmaster general said accept- 
ance of the temporary bids would pro- 
tect the interests of stockholders and 
that he had been assured that the 
reorganizations referred to “will be 
complete in every respect within a 
very short time.” 

Lower Rates Prevail. 

Farley expressed the hope that the 
air mail. bill passed by the senate 
would be approved by the house and 
said “‘rates now being obtained by the 
government as a result of open com- 
petitive bidding are substantially low- 
er than those prevailing in the old 
system which was mainly built up 
through the granting of illegal con- 
tracts under one subterfuge or another 
to favored concerns.” 

“Many millions of dollars of the 
taxpayers’ money,” Farley said, ‘will 
be saved and a more extensive and bet- 
ter air mail system, will be’ estab- 
lished.” 

The postmaster general said North- 
ern Air was disqualiifed because the 
bureau of aeronautics held its equip- 
ment was inadequate; the attorneys 
reported that the bid was not in legal 
form and the postoffice department 
comptroller said the company failed 
to furnish information as to its finan- 
cial responsibility. 

The Syra concern,’ Farley said, was 
turned down because the postoffice de- 
partment found it advisable to “rear- 
range the route from Fort Worth to 
the east in order to provide a more 
logical, more direct east-west route 
through the southern section of the 


‘eountry to the Paeific coast, and a 


more direct and quicker all air-passen- 
ger service from the east to Mexico 
via Brownsville, Texas.”

The postoffice department said bids 
by the Hanford’s Tri-State Airlines, 
Inc., Sioux City, Iowa, for the Chi- 
cago, Ill., to Pembina, N. D.; the 
Braniff Airways, Inc., Oklahoma City, 
Okla., for the Chicago to Dallas route, 
and Alfred Frank, Salt Lake City, 
for the Salt Lake City to Helena, 
Mont., lines had been “held in abey- 
ance pending receipt of further infor- 
mation concerning the qualifications of 
the low bidders.” 

All three companies were among the 
concerns which did not hold contracts 
prior to cancellation. : 

The postmaster-gencral estimated 
that the new system, which includes 
the routes yet to be let, would ap- 
proximate 28,548 miles as compared 
with 25,248 flown at the time of an- 
nulment,. 

He said the cost of the revised air 
mail schedules would be “less than 
$9,000,000 as compared with $19,454,- 
980 in the fiscal year 1933 and $14,- 
000,000 in the fiscal year, 1934.” 

The announcement said in view of 
the fact that the low bidder on the 
Fargo-Seattle end of the “so-called 
northern transcontinental route has 
been rejected and the status of the 
low bidder on the Chicago-Fargo-Pem- 
bina end of this route has not yet 
been determined, it has been decided 
to withhold, for the present, any ac- 
tion on this route.”

New 
York to New Orleans via Atlanta, and 
from Chicago to Jacksonville, via At- 
lanta, as soon as necessary arrange- 
ments can be made, F. W. Whitmore, 
assistant secretary and treasurer of 
the company, said. It also received 
the contract for the route from New 
York to Miami. ’ 


As expansion proceeds, the 200 
employes laid off at the cancellation 
of contracts will be replaced and more 
will be added, as needed, it was said. 

Officers of the reorganized company 
are E. R. Breech, president, who suc- 
ceeded Captain Thomas B. Doe: I. 
E. Gill, vice president, of New York, 
and George Cushing, vice president, 
of Atlanta. Harold Elliott, former 
vice president in charge of operations 
in Atlanta, holds no official position 
in E. A. L., but is still connected with 
the company.

CHURCHILL DOWNS, LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 3.—All 
the turf experts today are just so many daring young men on the 
flying trapeze. 

No two of the great minds are in agreement excepting the 
few who have finally decided that Cavalcade is the horse to 


beat. 

After the Sloane colt is mentioned the others are all 
in a condition which would have a psychiatrist daffy 
with joy at so many patients. It has been said before 
that the 60th renewal of the Kentucky Derby is an open 
race. Much more open than Joe E. Brown’s face when 
the cinema comic is indulging in laughter. 

Those picking the Derby winner are always just dumb 
lucky but the fellow who comes up with the winner this year 
should quit working and begin gambling as a vocation. 

The trainers are all so confident. Clyde Van Dusen, 
who once trained a horse named for him and won the 
Derby with it, believes Mata Hari is ready. He has, so 
the story goes, told Fisher, of Fisher Bodies, who owns 
the filly, to shoot the works. 

Pete Coyne, who trains Peace Chance, the horse which won 
the Preparation purse, said this afternoon that the race was his. 
‘My colt is ready for any sort of track, wet or muddy, just so 
it isn’t covered with broken bottles,” he said. 

And so it goes. Never before have the trainers been 
so confident. Never before has the Derby been so wide 
open. 

In another section of this page this reporter will get up on 
his flying trapeze and fly through the air with the greatest of 
ease, giving the latest and most hysterical news from the front. 

It is hot here at the Downs. It usually is at Derby time. 
Hot with the hint of rain in the clouds. 

The crowds mill about. Beautiful young things, 
their voices husky from much talking, are selling cards . 
for the souvenir edition of the Courier Journal’s annual 
Derby edition. A souvenir bit of conversation ran like 
this: 

“And this guy said to me, ‘Are you ever bothered by your 
eyes?’ And I said ‘No,’ and he said, ‘Gee, they sure bother 
me.’ By another one mister. Buy one for that little widow 
down the street. There isn’t any widow. Then send one to 
your uncle. Aw! Come on buy one.’ ”’ 

Outside the clubhouse section are the touts and the $2 
bettors. The touts are the peculiar ones. Their clothing is 
worn and solied. Their shirts are dirty and well worn. Their 
shoes are unshined.

urday afternoon. f 

Trainer Bob Smith sent him ‘out 
this morning and he worked ‘a niile 
and a quarter in 2:10 3-5. The last 
quarter, which is the testing quarter. 
was worked in the excellent time of 
24 and a fraction seconds. Jockey 


‘Mack Garner held tight lines all the 


way and never once let him out. 

“He looks fit,” said Bob Smith, 
the trainer. “And he is fit. I don't 
see how he can lose.” 

The colt was nervous after being 
shipped here but he cooled out well 
today with no. signs of nervous- 
ness. And for the first time the 
Derby had what resembled a favorite. 


ODDS SHORTEN. 


It was not a commanding position 
which the Brookmeade colt occupied. 
He had, by that workout of the morn- 
ing, beaten the odds down to 2 to 1 
against his chances, but there were 
dozens of turf experts with years of 
service behind them ready to fight 
for their choices. But there was no 
denying that the shadow of the Brook- 
meade stable was heaviest over the 
Downs as the sun hunted the horizon. 

The @ay’s surprise was Agrarian, 
owned by Mrs. F. J. Heller. Agrarian 
had moved up to a well considered po- 
sition. 

Another surprise was Discovery, 
the Vanderbilt colt, which was quoted 
at odds of 6 to 1 along with the 
Bradley filly, Bazaar. Mata Hari, 
the fleet filly from the Dixiana sta- 
bles, was next to Cavalcade at odds 
of 7 to 2 

No one has seen?Mata Hari train. 
The leading 2-year-old has been work- 
ed very early in the morning, so early 
indeed that none of the clockers have 
seen her go. 


FIT AND READY. 


Trainer Clyde Van Dusen, the most 
reticent of men, refuses to.say any- 
thing except that his filly is fit and 
ready to go. Mata Hari was the best 
of the 2-year-olds. I saw her win 
her first race at the Downs last year 
when she set a track record and she 
was one of the fastest things I ever 
saw, but it is different to get around 
the fact that this is the sixtieth run- 
ning of the Derby and that only once 
has a filly won it. The fillies simply 
don’t care about running in the merry 
month of May. Yet, Mata Hari is 
practically sure to go to the post as 
one of the favorites. 

_ Mata Hari has been trained early 
in the morning. almost before dawn, 
so that she will not meet with any 
other horses. The great problem then 
becomes as to how she will act when 
she goes into the paddock and faces 
the barrier with some 14 or 15 of 
them. She has always been an acior 
at the post. It is believed that she 
must break with the leaders and stay 
there to win. If she breaks last she 
will not come from behind. 
DIFFERENCE. 

The difference in the training of 

Mata Hari and Cavalcade has Moss 
remarkable. Mata Hari has _ been 
trained early. Bob Smith, who was 
once a prize fighter, then a clocker 
and then a one-horse owner on the 
“frying pan circuit,” had- the rail- 
birds waiting from five o'clock this 
morning until eight when he finally 
appeared with Cavaleade.

‘Letty’ Grove 
Is Ready 
To Go

BOSTON. May 3.—(#)—Although 
Bob “Lefty” Grove can cut loose with 
his $125,000 pitching arm without 
suffering even the slightest twinge 
nowadays, it will probably be some 
time before he starts another gume 
for the Boston Red Sox. 

“Grove says he is feeling fine and 
rearing to go.” Manager Bucky Harris 
said today, “but I have no idea when 
I. will be able to start him. That 
does not mean, however, that I am 
not going to use him very soon, with- 
in the next few days if the St. Louis 
Browns or Detroit Tigers force us 
to use a relief pitcher. 

“I think that would be the best 
spot for Bob’s return. Nine innings 
might be a bit too much for him just 
now but both of agree that a few 
doses of relief work will tell the story.

OWNERS VOTE 
UNANIMOUSLY 


Two Weeks’ 
To Convince Club 
Owners. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., May 3.—(?)— 
With dignity and formality the South- 
ern association of baseball clubs to- 
day took their intentional pass rule 
from the league constitution. 

Killed by unanimous consent of the 
association’s eight directors the wide- 
ly criticized experiment was left to 
rest in peace with Association Presi- 


dent John D. Martin’s announcement 
this morning that “the rule will not 
be effective in today’s games, or in 
any subsequent games.” 

Two weeks of trial had failed to 
convince Atlanta, Chattanooga, Knox- 
ville, Nashville and Little Rock of 
the wisdom of the law, and today, 
Rick Woodward, of Birmingham, its 
sponsor, kept his promise to side with 
the majority. Memphis and New Or- 
leans agreeably fell in line to make 
the decision unanimous, as was re- 
quired 

Intended to curb the practice of in- 
tentionally passing heavy hitters at 
crucial moments, the rule was adopt- 
ed as an experiment, Martin said, 
“in the thought that it would improve 
the sportsmanship of the game to re- 
quire a pitcher to deliver at least 
one strike to the batter when two are 
out, and a base or bases occupied.” 


The rule provided that,- under cer- 
tain conditions, when two are out, 
runners should advance two bases 
when four consecutive balls are pitch- 
ed, or the batter hit by a pitched ball 
before he has been pitched a strike or 
given a chance to hit.

The fight against the Southern 
league’s pass rule, which was repealed 
yesterday by unanimous vote of the 
hie gy was instigated several weeks 

go by President Wilbert Robinson, 
of the Atlanta club.

Fay Murray, of Nashville; Joe Engel, 
of Chattanooga, and Roy Thompson, 
of Little Rock, in opposing the rule. 

First indication that a majority of 
club heads would,oppose the rule if 
brought to @ vote was carried in a 
poll of the league taken by The Con- 
stitution several days before the sea- 
son opened.

youth. 

-Funeral services will be held here 
at 2:30 p. m. Monday. McClain would 
have been 73 years old on May 30. 
He died suddenly yesterday in Good 
Samaritan hospital in Cincinnattl, 
where he was taken 10 days ago fol- 
lowing a fall at his home here in 
which he suffered a fractured hip. 

It was in ,1881' that McClain in- 
vented a new type of horse collar pad. 
The factory he established became the 
largest of its kind in the world with 
branches at Chillicothe, Evansville, 
Ind., and Chatham, Ont. He also 
manufactured there a type of life- 
saving equipment. 

In 1903, McClain bought hundreds 
of acres of land near Cartersville, 
Ga., and established a village there 
for the manufacture of textile prod- 
ucts. He sold the plant to the Good- 
year Rubber Company during the war. 

It was in 1915 that McClain do- 
nated the “model” high school here

Pine Trees Planted 10 Years Ago | 


Furnish Pulpwood, Foresters Say 


WASHINGTON, May 3.—H)— 
Pine trees planted 10 years ago at 
Soperton, Ga., now are large enough 
to furnish pulpwood, foresters of the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture have reported. 

Experts of the department pointed 
to this stand of slash pine trees as 
a practical demonstration of the possi- 
bilities of planting and protecting 
southern pine, now recognized as great 
potential and permanent sources o 
pulp for the paper industries, as well 
as for the production of timber and 
naval stores. 

Since the planting was made at So- 
perton, the United States forest serv- 
ice, county agents and the department 
of forestry at the State College of Ag- 


riculture in Athens have been actively 


working on the problem of reclamation 
of the wornout or idle lands in Geor- 
gia by reforestation. 

The southern forest experiment sta- 
tion and the forest products laboratory 
conducted experiments in the growing 
and utilization of pines for naval 
stores and paper. The laboratory im- 
proved the quality of paper that could 
be made from southern pine pulpwood 
and the experiment station introduced 
new methods of chipping to increase 


fithe yields of turpentine and lengthen 


the lives of pine trees chipped for 
turpentine. 

The Georgia state laboratory at Sa- 
vannah assisted in efforts to remove 
resin from pine pulpwood. Improve- 
ment of methods of forestry and of 
utilizing forest products fave come 
rapidly, the department experts said.

Auto Stolen Near St. 
Paul Following Clash 
Found in Windy City. 


CHICAGO, May 3.—(4)—Convinc- 
ed that John Dillinger, America’s No. 
1 desperado, was somewhere in or 
near Chicago, the police continued: to 
explore gangster haunts tonight, hope- 
ful that the “hot clue” of a stolen 
car found abandoned on a Chicago 
street yesterday would not come to 
naught.

Meanwhile, the car found in Chi- 
cago was positively identified as that 
taken from Roy P. Francis near South 
St. Paul following the clash between 
three Dillinger fugitives and deputies 
on April 

During the Chicago hunt the police 
arrested Henry Johnson, negro, an 
accused him of hiding $7,000 for Her- 
bert Youngblood, the Gary negro who 
escaped the Crown Point (Ind.) jail 
with Dillinger and was killed a few 
days later by police in Michigan, John- 
son denied the charge.

More Men, Guns To Be Used PARI MAY BOT 


In’ War on Killers, ’Leggers 


WASHINGTON, May 3.—(7)— 
High-powered, armored automobiles, 
equipped with two-way radios and 
machine guns, are a part of the equip- 
ment with which the justice depart- 
ment hopes to supply iis men for their 
war with dangerous criminals. 

The plans were disclosed today by 
Attorney-General Cummings at the 
same time that Secretary Morgenthau 
Was saying the treasury was ready to 
take over the job of putting down 
bootlegging. 

More men will be employed by both 
departments in their separate offenses 
against the two criminal elements. 

Cummings said conversations were 
under way with Lewis Douglas, direc- 
tor of the budget, looking for an in- 
crease in appropriations -to better 
equip the department of justice for 
fighting crime. He said he wished to 
add approximately 270 men to the 
division of investigation—200 agents 
and 70 accountants. 

The attorney-general would not esti- 
mate how much this. would cost, but 
departmental officers placed the fig- 
ure at around $2,000,000. } 

Secretary Morgenthau said a cam-

“German Menace” 
Prompts Move To 
Hike Service Period. 


PARIS, May 3.—+(#)—F rance’s big 
army may grow bigger to meet what 
French officials call the German men- 


ace, it was learned today, through 
a project for lengthening the military 
service of conscripts. 

A great force numbering nearly a 
million men that France had when 
war came in 3014 has shrunk to half 
that strength, and members of the gen- 
eral staff assert the German army 
is numerically superior to the French. 

The revelation of the cabinet’s plan 
regarding longer service came through 
the socialist leader, Leon Blum, who 
seeks to prevent action on it before 
the government commits itself. 

To 15 Months. 

Marshal. Henri Petain, minister of 
war, proposes to increase the present 
term of compulsory service of one 
year to 15 months, with a possible 
further extension to two years of 
training if the Hitler government con- 
tinues what French statesmen de- 
scribe as its present program of re- 
arming. 

The project was presented privately 
to members of the chamber of depu- 
ties’ subcommittee on national defense 
by Marshal Petain after getting ap- 
proval of Premier Gaston Doumergue. 
_ It is in line with the French opin- 
kion that the future is uncertain, that 
faith in disarmament has gone over 
the dam, that reliance on steel and 
brawn has replaced diplomacy, and 
that the national government should 
seek a superior army, air force, and 
navy to protect the country in the 
event of war—which some here believe 
is inevitable. 

Building Forts.

‘Roosevelt and Daniels Laud Bryan\: 
InDedicatingMonument on Potomac

WASHINGTON, May 3.—())— 
President Roosevelt praised William 
Jennings Bryan as a man of sincerity 
in dedicating today a monument to 
the democratic leader on the banks of 
the Potomac. 

“He chose his. path not to win ac- 
claim but rather because that path 
appeared clear to him from his inmost 
belief,” said the president. “He did 
not have to dare to do what to him 
seemed right; he could not do other- 
wise.’ 

Under cloudy skies the president 
participated in the dedication of the’ 
statue at exercises presided over by 
Josephus Daniels, former secretary of 
the navy and now ambassador to Mex 
ico. 

Daniels traced the history of Bryan 
from the early days of his battle for 
free coinage of silver down to his 
contest with Clarence Darrow over 
evolution in the Dayton (Tenn.) trial. 
a few days before his death. 

“During these years men condemned 
him, denounced him, .flouted him, de- 
spised him, cheered him, loved him, 
honored him, had faith in him, followed 
him,” Daniels said. 

“They ‘would oppose him or rally 
to him, But in all those years none 


could be indifferent to him. He was a’!

The text of the president’s speech 
follows, in part:
